Countering Nichols' claim that 
he bad been paid $200 a month 
regularly to get information for 
the FBI and another SH42 just 
for work he did in eavesdrop- 
ping on Hoffa. an FBI agents 
said in an affidavit that Nichols 
received only $378.50 and that 
none of this was for work on the 
Hoffa case, in which Nichols 
was not involved.
